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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claimsl, 15-36, 39-54, 56& 58-148 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
1/12/07. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim38, 149, 150, 152-164 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for aqueous dispersions of water dispersible 
powders & 2 gums, does not reasonably provide enablement for water dispersible 
powder, of silicon particles, and two gums. 

. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. Examiner finds the gums NOTas components of a powder, but as a 
single gum as gelling agent, or as two or more gums in an aqueous suspension. 

There is insufficient information to enable the artisan to achieve a hydrophobic 
nanoparticulate of silica coated with two gums, and at any particular amount, ratio, or 
concentration of the silica particulates/ 

Claims 38,149-155,157-177 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 38 & 151 now are to DIRTS. Dirts have not been considered or examined to 
date; only bioactives were and are, of the species examined. Parasite is a general term 
inclusive of mites and ticks, and would be set in distinction if identified as to the various 
vertebrate parasites exemplified in the specification. Applicant should amend and/or 
address the parasite or dirt concerns. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim38, 149, 150, 152-159, 162, 163 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WARD et al 6093681 in view of OCHOMOGO 6358909. 

Claimed are compositions, in open guise, thus permitting added pesticidal components, 
as of OCHOMOGO, in contrast to applicant's arguments. In addition, applicant now 
claims dirt, and unspecified parasite, the subject matter of OCHOMOGO.
